mistice Before Conference Unlikely. 
Mikado's Terms to Be Moderate. 
Rioting In Poland. 


St. Petersburg, June 2G.—When the 


details of the rioting in Poland be- 
come known it may be expected that 
the news will create the deepest im- 
pression in all industrial sections of 
Russia and bring about disorders 
whi'-h would be particularly unfortu- 
nate coining just at this juncture, 
when the government is bending 
every effort to induce the people to be 
patient and to await the issuance cf a 
ukase announcing the convocation of 
a national assembly, the proclamation 
regarding which can not be long de- 
layed. The date for the convocation 
was some time ago tentatively fixed for 
June 28. but the final revision of the 
project is taking longer than had been 
expected, and the ukase will probably 
have to be postponed. In Poland it- 
self, the events at Lodz may initiate 
•in era of open resistance to the troops 
lasting for months. 


A proposition for the date of the 


meeting of the peace plenipotentiaries 
it Washington has been submitted to 
Hussia and is now under cphsider- 
ation. The exact date proposed has 
not been ascertained, but there is rea- 
son to suppose that it is some time 
during the first week or ten days of 
August, which is about the earliest 
period at which the Japanese repre- 
sentatives could be expected to reach 
Washington. Whether the proposal of 
late originated at Tokyo or Washing- 
ton can not be learned, but the fact 
that the negotiations were conducted 
through Ambassador Meyer may indi- 
sate that President Roosevelt has per- 
haps again stepped to the fore and 
suggested to the two powers, neither 
of whom would be willing to take the 
initiative, a suitable date. 


The Novoe Vremya prints an inter- 


view which its correspondent at Paris 
had with a Japanese diplomat, who 
says that while nobody outside of the 
emperor of Japan and his principal 
advisers is yetinpossession of Japan's 
terms, he believes that they are mod- 
erate and will be acceptable.

New York State Superintendent of Insur- 


ance Francis Hendricks Points Out 


( 
Astounding Irregularities. 


That Officials Who Have Profited by Reason 
o! Their Positions .Should Pay Back to 


the Society Large Sums. 


The Indifference of High Financiers to Sncred Trusts, as Dis- 


closed In This Remarkable Report, a Distinct 


Shock to the Investment Public. 


James H. Hyde as well as his; ffitber, 


the late Henry B. Hyde, founder 01" tbe 
Equitable Life Assurance society, are 
severely arraigned in the report of 
Francis Hendricks, New York state su- 
perintendent of insurance, ou the con- 
dition of the Equitable society. A less 
harsh criticism of James W. Alexander 


and- 
an exoneration of Gage E. Tai-bell 


are included in the report. Henry B. 
Hyde's business operations are plainly 
discussed, and his methods are brand- 
ed as outrageous. Interesting revela- 
tions are made concerning profits ac- 
quired from syndicate transactions. 
Dealing -with the question of invest- 
ment of life insurance 1'nnds, Mr. Hen- 
dricks recommends complete '•mutuali- 


. zation" and elimination of stock ccu- 
.trol. Only in that way, be says, eau 
the "cancer" be cured. The report in 
part follows: 


"The late Henry B. Hyde, father of 


Barnes H. Hyde, was its founder anil 
leading personality in its creation and 
growth until the time of his death. 
which occurred in May, 1800. Early in 
the history of the society he sec-tired a 
majority of the stock, which he con- 
stantly held and transmitted by deed 
of trust to his sou. By reason of his 
stock control and his commanding abil- 
ity he absolutely dominated the society 
.tn all directions. 


"Under his direction and manage- 


ment the society grew in public eonfi- 
'de'nce, and before his death it became 
one of the largest and most extensive 
insurance companies in the world. As 
business increased aiul money began to 
flow into tbe treasury and the real or 
apparent surplus began to grow be con- 
ceived the idea of constructing or buy- 
ing office buildings in the.larger cities 
in this country and also in Europe. 


Mercantile Safe Deposit Company. 
"The present home office building at 


120 Broadway, New York city, was the 
first of these, and it occurred to Mr. 
Hyde that its lower floors would be a 
convenient and desirable place for safe 
deposit vaults and that such business 
would be profitable. 
He 
therefore 


sorne time prior to .Tan. 1, 1870, organ- 
ized a corporation known as the Mer- 
cantile Safe Deposit company, and on 


• the first day of January, 1870. tbe so- 


ciety leased to this Mercantile Safe De- 
posit company rooms and accommoda- 
tions in the Equitable Life, building. 
The lease was for twenty-five years, 
from Jan. 1, 1S70, until .Tan. 1, 1001, 
with the privilege to the lessee of re- 
newing it for twenty-live years more 
at the expiration of that period. Tbe 
annual rent reserved was as follows: 
The first §15,000 received by tbe ten- 
ant as net rental for said yaults. safes, 
places of deposit after tbe payment of 
all ekpenses went to the landlord, tbe 
second §15,000 went to the tenant, and 
the balance was equally divided be- 
tween the landlord and the tenant. 
. "This lease was executed on the pnrt 
of the society by H. B. Hyde, presi- 
dent, and attested by Samuel Borrowe, 
secretary. Thereafter and on Jan. 9, 
1883, seventeen years before tbe ex- 
piration of the lease above referred to, 
the society made a new lease with this 
.same tenant with no apparent reason, 
•unless it may be to extend the term 
and have another officer than II. B. 
illyde execute it on the part of tbe so- 
ciety. This second lease provides for 
the same rent and contains substan- 
tially the same conditions as tbe one 
.for which it was substituted. It was 
to terminate on Jan. 1, 3001, but pro- 
vided for two renewals at tbe option of 
•the lessee of fifty years each, which 
.-will continue it until tho year 2001, on 
the same terms and conditions contaiu- 
' ed in the old lease. 
Thi.< lea.se was 


signed on the part of the society by 
,'ames W. Alexander, vice president, 
and William Alexander, secretary. 
' "Again and on Oct. 8. 3000, tbe so- 
ciety entered into another lease wilb 
this same tenant, which was really 
the exercise of a renewal option con- 
tained in the former lease. Tho Safe 
Deposit company is now in possession 
under this last lease. All these leases 
jprovide that the lessor must make all j 
improvements, alterations and repairs ' 
and must light, beat, water, janitor, j 
watch and clean Ilie premises and in- j 
cur all expenses for care and main- 
tenance. Yet it receives oniy one-half 
of the net rental 
from the vaults, 


iwxes and places of deposit, whereas it 
.should receive ail. It muy be claimed 
•that the Safe Deposit company ran 
some risk In agreeing to pay $15,000 


per apnuni in any event. Not so. It 
took no chances, for tbe net rents re- 
ceived by it from these vaults, etc., 
during the first year were $Uti.474.yi!, 
and the lowest net rental since that 
time was $47,414.18. Besides tbe laud- 
lord paid all expenses, so that there 
was no chance to 
lose anil every 


chance to win on tbe side of the tenant. 


"From 1877 to 11XJ4, both inclusive, 


the Mercantile Safe Deposit company 
puid to the society as rent the sum of 
81,03o.S4(5.4(i in annual payments rang- 
ing from .f2:j.7U7.0!.). the lowest, to $-!(;,- 
535.04, tbe highest. 
The statements 


which we received from the society do 
not show the payments made or ex- 
penses incurred for alterations in and 
additions to the premises occupied by 
Uie Mercantile Safe Deposit company 
prior to Sept. 17, 1890, but they do 
show au outlay by the society on the 
vaults, boxes, rooms, etc., leased by 
this tenant from Sept. 17. 1SSWX to Deo. 
31. I'.KM, inclusive, of 9-170,909.4."). Tbe 
rents received from tbe Safe Deposit 
company for ths same period were 
?4S3,:J72.!)4, showing a balance in fa- 
vor of the landlord of only $i{,4(:3.49. 
But when we take into account the ex- 
penses for- heat, light, water, janitors, 
watchmen, cleaning, elevators, etc., it 
is manifest that the society suffered a 
great loss, whereas the gentlemen in- 
terested in tbe Safe- Deposit company 
have been reaping enormous prolits. 
The capital stock of $ttOO,-000 has been 
paying 2'.) per cent dividends, all at tbe 
expense of the parent company, and 
this will continue for ninety-six years 
io come." 


Good Thing Extended. 


The report-then goes on to tell how" 


Mr. Hyde, becoming pleased with the 
Sufi; deposit business, extended tlie 
system to Boston and St. Louis, and 
the Equitable footed tbe bill. 
The 


Equitable society bought a building 
in Boston and leased au adjoining 
building for its use. 
Mr. Hyde, with 


his assistants, on Jan. 1, 1880, organ- 
ized a corporation, under the laws of 
Massachusetts and named it the Equi- 
table. Safe Deposit company. 
The 


lease to this company is .SIU.OOO a 
year better to the tenant than the one 
to the Mercantile Safe Deposit com- 
pany. 
About Nov. 8, 38SS, another 


corporation kuoxvn as tlie Security Safe 
Deposit company w;;s organised un- 
der Massachusetts laws and succeed- 
ed to thn rights of tho Equitable Safe 
Deposit company. The Equitable bad 
constructed a' new building in Boston. 


''Therefore." says Mr. Hendricks, "on 


Nov. 
8, 1SSS, the society entered into 


a new lense of 
tbe basement and 
j 


ground floor of tbe new building in 
addition to the spar-o already occupied 
by the Equitable Safe Deposit com- 
pany. 
Tbe Equitable society simply 


added the ground floor and basement 
to the space occupied under the old 
lease without receiving or apparently 
asking any additional rent or com- 
pensation. 
This lease was executed i 


on the part of tlie society by James ! 
W. Alexander, president, and William 
Alexander, vice president. 


"Xo one would anticipate that such ' 


an arrangement would prove profitable j 
to the society, and the expected has ' 
happened. 
According to a statement j 


furnished us by the officers of the so- ' 
cioty, the receipts of rent from tbe 
Equitable Safe Deposit company :md 
tbe Security Safe Deposit company, its . 
successor, from the year 1878 to tbe i 
year 3904. both inclusive, amounted I 
to .?l!)8,iiS.").L>0. 
This statemr-nt con- j 


tains no items of expenditure prior to 
Jan. 0, 3891. but the expenditures and ' 
payments made by the. society on ac- i 
count of alterations and additions in i 
and for the Security Safe Deposit com- ; 
/>any from that date to and including ' 
May ]*j, 19114, was SHi2.'j4ri.r«;.. very! 
much more than the rent received Our- j 
ing that period. 
The S;;fe Deposit' 


company has received $K38.liSr>.^(>. t'ae ; 
same as the Equitable society, and tlie I 
additional sum of .siG.OOO a year since I 
Jan. 1. 1SSO. amounting to *:»D'i.OOO. o" ! 
a total of S4i;s.2S.VJ<;. while tbe Eqs-.i- j 
table society has paid oiit.-niany Thou- ! 
sands of dollars for additions and im- i 
provements 
in these vaults, safes, j 


places of deposit, more than it has re- 
ceived and has also incurred all ex- 
pense for light, boat, water, elevator, 
janitors, watchmen, cleaning, etc. With 
this sort of a 'jug handled' lease it is 
not surprising that the real estate pays 
tbe society inly 1.58 per cent on tbe 


vrnuir ntniiTlngr. while the st'.x-k i'f the 
Security Safe Deposit company pays 
its owners 18 per cent on its capitaliza- 
tion of SL'IXU.KIO." 


By this time Mr. Henry B. Hyde 


concluded that lie could improve on 
the Boston least- by s-l.< ;<.•<) a year in 
his favor as well as that <>f bis friends 
and to the loss of tho Equitable. There- 
fore prior to Nov. 0. 3SSS. be caused 
the Equitable society to I'i'.y an o-iice 
building in St. Louis and organized a 
corporation which lie named the Mis- 
souri Safe Deposit company, and on 
Nov. y, 1S-SS. tho society made a lease 
to this corporation. By this arrange- 
ment tbe society realized only l.s<; per 
cent on its valuation of tills build- 
ing (much loss than the investment). 
while the truant lias li;id it^ i»r<>mi-«»! 
practically rent free and lias received 
very large prolits from the time of its 
organization until the stock of the Mis- 
souri Safe Deposit company was sold 
to the society in the year 1902. 


Leases All Unfair. 


"The leases by the Equitable socie- 


ty to these three s::fe deposit compa- 
nies/' says Mr. llend;-k-ks, "are very 
much alike. ' They all contain provi- 
sions with reference to arbitration in 
case of a disagreement between the 
parties as to the expenditures of the 
lessee. 
Three arbitrators are to be 


chosen, one by the lessee, one by tbe 
lessor and the third by tbe two so 
chosen, and the decision of such arbi- 
trators shall be final and conclusive up- 
on the parties. 
When it is clearly un- 


derstood that tbe gentlemen wlu caus- 
ed the society to. make these long 
leases at great loss to the siviely are 
the same men who re:ip the profits 
from the leases it is manifest that if 
ever an arbitration question should 
come up as a matter of form the so- 
ciety's interests would not be looked 
after. 
That is all that need be said. 


"These lenses are ail so one sided. 


unfair and unjust to tbe society that 
it is practically impossible to convey 
a clear idea of all their provisions by 
any extract which may be made, for 
it is difficult to believe that trustees 
of a sacred trust would ninko such 
contracts against the welfare of the 
society and in their own interests." 


Mr. Hendricks then shows that the 


men who profited by these transactions 
were Mr. Hyde and his friends associ- 
ated with him in tbe control of tbe so- 
ciety. Continuing, he says: 


"This is a brief statement of a few 


of tbe transactions between tbe Equi- 
table society and seven of the ten cor- 
porations which are advertised as affil- 
iate;! companies. 
Time lias not per- 


mitted even a partial investigation of 
its business relations with the other 
three — viz, tbe Lawyers' Title Insur- 
ance company, the lawyers' Mortgage 
Insurance and the Franklin National 
ban!;. 


"But tho facts here stated disclose 


a very decided tendency on tbe part of 
some of tbe directors and officers of 
the society to sacrifice its interests ill 
order that they may reap the. prolits 
through tlie media of those corpora- 
tions. Tbe opportunity was there as 
well us tbe disposition, and it would re- 
quire a much more thorough investiga- 
tion than I have been able to make to 
determine tbe full amount of tbe. loss 
tlii'.t the society has suffered at their 
hands.' 
Syndicate Transactions In Metropolitan. 


'"'iiie' syndicate transact.!. >ns conduct- 


ed by 'James H. Hyde and associates' 
have been so well advertised through 
the. press that they have become noto- 
rious. 
According to the evidence of 


"\Villiam II. Mchityre. the letters of 
Kiihn. Loeb & Co. to Mr. Hyde and Mr. 
Hyde's correspondence, copies of which 
he submitted to us, the following are 
the material facts relative to one of 
these transactions: 


"Metropolitan Street Railway 4 Per 


Cent Bonds of 200:5, Syndicate.— On 
June 11, liKrj, Kubn, Loeb & Co. al- 
lotted to Jiiuios II. Hyde and associ- 
ates a participation in tbi.3 syndicate 
of $1.000.000 at 94 and interest. Juno 
IS, 1902, tlie executive committee of the 
Equitable society recommended the 
purchase of Sl.oijn.00i> of these bonds at 
97!- and interest. June 20, 1902. tbe 
purchase of these bonds was reported 
to the executive committee at 97ri and 
interest, less one-half per cent, and on 
July S, 1902, the bonds were delivered 
to tbe society by Ktibti, Loeb & Co. 
From tiiis transaction James II. Hyde 
and associates roalixe'd profits of -S^'.O.- 
2J!>.:;S, which were divided according 
to the following sub-allotment:

After 
referring to the craze for speed in cy- 
clying and automobiling, and its at 
tendant risks and consequences, Dr 
Gladden said: 


"This greed of velocity has worse 


still to answer for. The recent reck 
less speeding of railway trains is par: 
of the craze. 
I cannot believe that 


any real interest of man is secured by 
these furious schedules. They are a 
fruit of the distemper of the times 
They involve risks and perils to train 
men as well as to passengers, whicl 
are, I believe, wholly unwarranted by 
any normal human demand. 


"It cannot be safe to send sucl 


prodigious constructions through 
th< 


air at 70 miles an hour. The 
awfu 


casualty at Mentor the other day em 
phasizes the peril. It is quite mislead 
ing to say that the speed of the train 
had nothing to do with the accident 
It is true that the train would hav 
been thrown from the track if it hac 
been going at 35 miles and hour in 
stead of 70 but it is not at all proba 
ble that a half or a quarter of the de 
struction of life would have occurre 
at the lower rate of speed. The mo 
mentum of the train would have been 
just half as great and the crash jus 
half as terrible. 


"Speaking more generally, it is ev 


dent that this speed craze is not onl 
lessening our pleasures and increasin 
our perils but that it is also shorter 
ing the lives of many who are not vie- 
tims of its slaughters. The rush and 
hurry are producing a great crop of 
fatal nervous disorders. 
That haste 


makes waste of life in many cases is 
far too manifest."

Rioting Continues. 


Lodz, Russian Poland.June 2C —The 


most serious phase of the fighting be- 
tween the military and strikers is at 
an end, but there are still isolated at- 
tacks in the suburbs. At Baluty Cos- 
sacks attacked a Jewish family of five 
persons who were driving in a cab to 
the railway station.and shot and killed 
all, including the cabman. 
At Pab- 


janice. near Lodz, workmen attacked 
two policemen and shot and killed an- 
other. There is a general exodus from 
Lodz. Twelve thousand persons have 
already left and all trains are crowd- 
ed. During the disturbances 35 gov- 
ernment "nquor stores were destroyed 
by the mobs which, appropriated all j 
the cash and stamps found on the 
premises. The cash and stamps were 
added to the funds of the 
Socialist 


party. The workmen in all the racto- 
ries will strike.
